Driving instructor jailed over fatal crash tragedy 


A DRIVING instructor on her way 
to teach a speed awareness course 
pulled out to overtake and caused the 
death of a pensioner. 

Anita Corless, 58, had no mem¬ 
ory of the manoeuvre and could not 
explain why she overtook with such 
catastrophic consequences, a court 
heard. 

Housekeeper Rita Wharton, 83, 


from Welshpool, who was still work¬ 
ing and said to be living life like a 
woman in her 50s, was killed in¬ 
stantly inside the wreckage of her 
Ford Ka following the multiple vehi¬ 
cle crash on the A483 between Welsh¬ 
pool and Pool Quay, on March 25. 

Corless, of Milford Haven Marina 
in South Wales, but at the time liv¬ 
ing at Bentham in North Yorkshire. 


admitted death by dangerous driving 
and was jailed for 16 months at Mold 
Crown Court on Tuesday. 

She was banned from driving for 
two years and eight months and must 
sit an extended driving test. 

The court heard how she was in a 
line of traffic on a straight stretch of 
road but inexplicably pulled out. 

There was insufficient room and 


she caused a five-vehicle crash. Mrs 
Wharton’s car, the second in line, was 
struck by two vehicles and the body 
panels from the driver’s side were 
peeled back in the impacts. 

Mrs Wharton, a widow who was 
said to be the lynchpin of the fam¬ 
ily and a rock to many, was declared 
dead at the scene, said prosecutor 
David Mainstone. 


Corless was severely injured and 
could not remember anything of the 
collision. Judge Niclas Parry said that 
no sentence could reflect the tragic 
loss of life but said it was intended to 
reflect the defendant’s culpability as 
the cause of the fatality. 

Darren Halsted, defending, said 
that it had been a catastrophic mis¬ 
judgement. 


ENERGY PUNS 
'10 HIT TOURISM'

CAMPAIGNERS have lashed 
out at a controversial 10-year 
blueprint for more wind farms 
and solar panels on some of 
the most picturesque hills of 
the Shropshire/Wales border. 

Under the proposals, unspoilt tourist attrac¬ 
tions such as the Kerry Hills, part of Shropshire 
Hills Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, and 
Cilfaesty, which is known for its population of 
red kites, could become sites for wind turbines 
or solar panels. 

Powys County Council bosses say the meas¬ 
ures put forward in their Local Development 
Plan are necessary to meet the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment’s request to use renewable 
energy sources. 

But Jonathan Wilkinson, 
who lives in Meifod near Welsh¬ 
pool and is a spokesman for the 
Montgomeryshire Against Py¬ 
lons campaign group, said: “We 
feel our beautiful countryside is 
under threat from these plans, 
which don’t even take into ac¬ 
count how they are going to get 
all this power up and running. 
“Tourists come from all over 
the UK and the world to Mid Wales to see our 
wonderful unspoilt countryside, including areas 
like the Kerry Hills, which have popular foot¬ 
paths for walkers, cyclists and horse riders. 

“Montgomeryshire and the whole of Powys 
have already got a lot of renewables. We already 
have our fair burden and we, together with the 
whole of Wales, are generating more electricity 
than we need. Powys County Council have come 
under a lot of pressure from the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment on this and are stuck between a rock and 
a hard place. 

“But I think the Welsh Government should 
have a serious think about the detrimental im¬ 
pact these plans will have on tourism. It should 
be doing all it can to boost tourism as a priority.” 

The proposals were last week criticised by the 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural Wales. 
Powys County Council has defended the pro¬ 
posals. Council chiefs say the move “reflects 
ministerial support for authorities to optimise 
renewable energy contributions”.

Recommendation 
over future A&E 
site is welcomed 

A KEY recommendation by health boss¬ 
es that Shropshire’s A&E department 
should be based at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital has been welcomed by Oswestry 
Mayor Paul Milner. 

The mayor has been campaigning to 
ensure the emergency service remained 
at Shrewsbury amid fears it would be lost 
to Telford in the controversial Future Fit 
health shake-up programme. 

However, Future Fit bosses decided 
yesterday (Wednesday) that their pre¬ 
ferred option would be to site emergency 
services and the county’s Women and 
Children’s Centre at the Shrewsbury 
hospital. 

Bosses stressed at yesterday’s meeting 
that the recommendation was not a final 
decision and consultation will be held on 
the move. 

Councillor Milner, who collected almost 
5,000 signatures on a petition calling for 
the A&E unit to be in Shrewsbury, said: 
“If the preferred option is eventually 
adopted I believe that it will help to save 
lives.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said 
the recommendation was the right deci¬ 
sion for patients across Shropshire and 
Mid Wales. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son said he was relieved to hear that the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital was likely to 
have the county’s main A&E department.

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'Bomb site' warning over 
the loss of recycling banks

REMOVING cans and plastic 
banks from all community recy¬ 
cling sites in Powys will make the 
region “look like a bomb site”, it 
has been claimed. 

Welshpool Town Councillor Estelle Blei- 
vas has criticised the plans announced by 
Powys County Council to take away the 
banks from all recycling sites in the county 
by the end of March. 

The authority said the banks will be re¬ 
moved as every household in Powys can 
now have their cans and plastics collected 
from the kerbside. 

But Councillor Bleivas believes the move 
will result in people littering. 

She said: “Our towns should be kept 
clean and tidy, and this move certainly 
won’t help that. People will be dropping 
their litter if the banks that have been 
there for years go. 

“We don’t want our towns looking like 
bomb sites but that’s how they’ll look with¬ 
out them.” 

Powys County Council said it will start 
removing the banks from recycling sites 
from this month. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member 
for environment and sustainability, said: 
“The cans and plastics banks have made 
a significant contribution to our recycling 
rates in the past. 

“Unfortunately we are unable to control 
the use of the cans/plastics containers at 
community recycling sites and as a result 
a number of these banks are regularly 
abused with members of the public using 
them to dispose of general household waste. 

“This not only contaminates any recy¬ 
clable material within the banks but also 
results in additional disposal costs to the 
council as we are not able to recycle a large 
amount of this material. 

“We encourage residents to recycle cans 
and plastics using their weekly kerbside 
collection instead and we are happy to pro¬ 
vide additional red boxes on request. 

“Collecting plastics from the kerbside al¬ 
lows us to maintain the quality, ensuring 
that it is all recycled and that we can get 
the best possible price for the material. 

“Our latest recycling figures show that 
the county recycled over 3,800 tonnes of 
material in September, an impressive 66 
per cent of all material and well above the 
county’s statutory target of 58 per cent of 
material being recycled during the year.” 


THEY are supposed to be man’s best friend 
but for many greyhounds life can be a 
struggle. 

Hector’s Greyhound Rescue charity, 
based in Gobowen, near Oswestry, has 
grown to cover much of Shropshire, North 
Wales and Cheshire. 

Volunteers care for abandoned grey¬ 
hounds, finding them new homes and work¬ 
ing to cover the cost of vet bills, boarding 
kennels and food. 

A fundraising Christmas fair will be held 
in aid of the charity. 

The fundraising event will take place at 
the Memorial Hall in Oswestry on Decem¬ 
ber 10. 


Hayley Bradley, who founded Hector’s 
Greyhound Rescue, said she had wanted to 
organise an old-fashioned Christmas fair. 

She said: “We have about 17 stalls al¬ 
ready selling homemade gifts and crafts. 

“They range from cards and knitted 
items to stained glass and there will also be 
Greyhound Rescue items for sale.” 

Miss Bradley first became involved in 
helping greyhounds in 2002 when she was 
at the vets with her dog, a St Bernard called 
Ollie. 

She explained: “I came across a retired 
couple who ran a greyhound rescue project. 

“They were holding an emaciated black 
greyhound who looked so sad. 


“His coat was dull and dirty and he had 
cuts on his toes from urine burns. 

“I volunteered to help the couple with 
their rescue and was hooked.” 

The charity takes in injured and aban¬ 
doned greyhounds. 

“They can arrive with all sorts of prob¬ 
lems, thin and emaciated, often with skin 
conditions or health worries,” she said. 

“We find them foster homes or use a local 
boarding kennel - sometimes a special iso¬ 
lation area if they have certain conditions. 

“Our aim is to nurse them back to health 
and find them forever homes.” 

The Christmas fair on December 10 will 
run all morning and all are welcome.

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Proposal for 
£80m plant 
to bring jobs 

DOZENS of jobs will be created if an 
£80 million development gets the go- 
ahead. 

Broad Energy (Wales) Ltd is pro¬ 
posing to create the Buttington 
Quarry Energy Recovery Facility near 
Welshpool, which it says could provide 
heat and electricity to around 8,000 
homes and businesses. The company 
said it will also create 30 skilled jobs 
and up to 150 short-term jobs during 
construction. The plans aim to secure 
the future of the former brickworks 
site and quarry, while helping to¬ 
wards achieving Welsh Government 
objectives on waste reduction. 

Powered by residual, non-recycla- 
ble waste, the plant would generate 
electricity and provide heat and hot 
water to nearby businesses, displacing 
some power produced by fossil fuels. 
Carole Riley of Broad Energy (Wales) 
Ltd said a planning application will be 
submitted to Powys County Council 
early next year. She said renewable 
heat in the form of hot water could 
be supplied to tenants at a future 
eco-business park and the nearby Of- 
fa’s Dyke Business Park. 

Outline details of the proposals will 
be unveiled to residents and busi¬ 
nesses at a public exhibition. The 
exhibition will be held on Wednesday 
next week in the Conference Suite of 
the Welshpool Livestock Sales at But¬ 
tington Cross, Welshpool, between 
2pm to 8pm. 

Man, 39, in court 
over child images 

A COUNCIL officer has appeared in 
court charged with making indecent 
photographs of children. 

Wayne Beesley, an enforcement of¬ 
ficer in environmental health at Wrex¬ 
ham County Borough Council, was at 
Telford Magistrates Court last week. 

The 39-year-old is accused of mak¬ 
ing an indecent photograph of a child 
on September 2, and of making an 
indecent photograph of two young 
children on August 29. Beesley, of 
Brookfield Close, Weston Rhyn, near 
Oswestry, also faces charges of mak¬ 
ing numerous Category B indecent 
images of children and numerous Cat¬ 
egory C images on October 5. He also 
stands accused of possessing a can of 
chilli spray. 

Beesley was bailed to attend 
Shrewsbury Crown Court on January 
3. It is expected he will enter pleas to 
the charges at that hearing. 


Woman spared jail over 
knife attack on sister

A WOMAN attacked her sister 
with a knife on her front garden. 

Rebecca Burton “swiped” the blade 
at her sister Katie as they fought, 
stabbing her in the back and her thigh, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. 

She had previously sent her sister a num¬ 
ber of abusive text messages calling her of¬ 
fensive names and threatening to stab her. 

The court was told Burton had borrowed 
£30 from her sister a few days before and 
was suffering with a drug addiction at the 
time of the attack. 

The 23-year-old, of Hammonds Place in 
Gobowen, near Oswestry, had previously 
admitted a charge of wounding with intent. 

But she was spared jail by Judge Jim Tin- 
dal, who instead handed her a suspended 
prison sentence and described the case as a 
“strange and troubling story”. 

Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting, said the 
incident happened on March 30. 

Mr Beardwell said: “She (Rebecca) pro¬ 
duced a knife from her right sleeve and 
swiped at her sister’s neck. 

“She moved out of the way but the knife 
cut her left cheek and chin.” 

The pair continued to fight, during which 
time they fell to the floor and the defendant 
stabbed her sister in the centre of her back. 

The friend managed to pull the pair 
apart, when Katie noticed she also had a 
hole in her jeans and had a open wound to 
her thigh, which later required six stitches. 
Mr Beardwell said the defendant was 
shouting “ha ha I stabbed my sister” fol¬ 
lowing the fight. 

Danny Smith, for Burton, said that she 
was “a very different person” from the time 
of the crime. He added that she was “at a 
very low ebb in her life” and had become 
reliant on drugs. 

She had now got free from drugs, he said. 

A victim impact statement from Katie 
said she now wanted to reconcile with 
Burton. Burton was given a suspended 
sentence of two years, held for two years, 
and ordered to attend the Willowdene Cen¬ 
tre residential programme. She also had to 
complete a rehabilitation activity require¬ 
ment. Judge Tindal said: “You felt some 
self pity which caused you to choose drugs. 

“You ended up taking M-Cat, which is 
well known for its association with random 
violence.” 

Burton was also ordered to pay costs of 
£250 and a victim surcharge.

ing more. 

“The cool English climate gives 
a fresh and light style to our wines 
that sets them apart from their in¬ 
ternational counterparts, as more 
delicate grapes mean the wines re¬ 
tain a more subtle, fruity flavour 
which is often lost in rival countries’ 
offerings. Although we are not in 
Wales, we are only a stone’s throw 
away from the border, which quali¬ 
fies us to be a part of the association 
and the Welsh Wine Trail.”

Renamed 

A DAY centre is to be renamed in 
memory of a long serving former 
councillor who died earlier this year.

The Nordic nation confirmed it has mounted a legal challenge against the su¬ 
permarket at the European Union Intellectual Property Office with the goal of 
“ensuring the right of Icelandic companies to use the word ‘Iceland’ in relation 
to their goods and services”.

Iceland the nation is seeking to inval¬ 
idate the registration on the basis that it 
is “exceptionally broad and ambiguous in 
definition, often rendering the country’s 
firms unable to describe their products as 
Icelandic”. 

In a circular, the government said: “The 
government of Iceland is concerned that 
our country’s businesses are unable to 
promote themselves across Europe in asso¬ 
ciation with their place of origin - a place 
of which we are rightly proud and enjoys a 
very positive national branding.” 

When news of the lawsuit first broke in 
September, a spokesman for Iceland said: 
“Iceland Foods has traded under the Ice¬ 
land name in the UK since 1970, and is 
today one of the UK’s most recognised 
brands. We have also traded as Iceland for 
many years in other EU countries, and in 
non-EU countries, including Iceland itself.” 

Entrepreneur Malcolm Walker founded 
the first Iceland store in Oswestry in 1970. 


Books idea steams ahead 



Railways have played a vital role in the history of Oswestry 


A UNIQUE collection of railway books will 
soon be more accessible for the public to 
enjoy. 

The Cambrian Railways Museum at 
Oswestry Station has acquired a substan¬ 
tial collection of railway books over many 
years. It has more than 1,700 books. How¬ 
ever, the collection had yet to be catalogued 
or made readily accessible. Detailed discus¬ 
sions with Oswestry Library this year have 
led to a collaboration to move the collection 
to the library on permanent loan for refer¬ 
ence only. 

The move will make the books more ac¬ 


cessible and substantially enhance the li¬ 
brary’s existing set of railway books. 

Cambrian Heritage Railways has pur¬ 
chased suitable library shelving based on 
the library staff’s recommendations in 
order to progress the project and sufficient 
to display approximately half the collection 
at any given time. Both the railway group 
and the library say they are grateful to the 
Rotary Club of Oswestry for a grant to¬ 
wards the purchase of the shelves. Online 
searches will be possible both remotely 
and within the library itself using a system 
shared by the National Railway Museum.

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital could be more than £2 million out 
of pocket next year if a new payment tariff proposed by regulators 
goes ahead. 

Bosses at the pioneering centre have voiced concerns after it emerged that 
the hospital trust could lose out on £2.3 million if the proposed orthopaedic 
national tariff is agreed for the next financial year. 

The tariff sets out how much the hospital is paid for each operation it carries out, and 
if this one goes ahead it could see the hospital’s overall revenue reduced by about 2.5 
---^ per cent. The 2017-18 and 2018-19 tariff 


'Power move 

necessary' 

says council 

PLANS for wind turbines or solar panels 
are “necessary to meet the Government’s 
request to use renewable energy sources”, 
council chiefs have said. 

The Campaign for the Protection of 
Rural Wales has warned that miles of coun¬ 
tryside could be turned into an “industrial 
conglomeration of swirling turbine blades 
and a glittering solar sea” under the plans. 

But Powys County Councillor Avril York 
said the plans that have been put forward 
in the council’s Local Development Plan 
are to address the Welsh Government call¬ 
ing on councils to use renewable energy 
sources. Details have been listed under the 
Further Focused Changes section of the au¬ 
thority’s plan. 

Six weeks of public consultation on the 
proposals ended on Monday last week. 

Councillor York said: “The FFC are 
necessary in order to address previous re¬ 
sponses made by the Welsh Government, 
which reflect ministerial support for local 
authorities across Wales to optimise renew¬ 
able energy contributions through their 
LDPs. 

“All comments made during the six-week 
consultation will be published on our web¬ 
site and will be sent to the independent 
planning inspector who has been appointed 
to conduct a public examination into the 
soundness of the LDP. 

“The council will consider all the com¬ 
ments received and its responses will be 
forwarded to the planning inspector.” 


consultation document, published by NHS 
Improvement, suggests providers that spe¬ 
cialise in orthopaedic and paediatric ser¬ 
vices would face significant cuts as a result 
of the national price changes. As it stands, 
hip revision surgery - follow-up operations 
on patients who have already had a hip 
replacement - sees the hospital receive an 
average of £10,000 but if the new tariff goes 
ahead, the hospital would receive an aver¬ 
age income of £6,500 per procedure. 

Mark Brandreth, chief executive at the 
hospital, raised fears over the consequences 
the proposed tariff for next financial year 
could have on patient care. He said: “It is 
widely recognised that the prices proposed 
in the new tariffs are flawed, and the de¬ 
clared intention to press ahead with impos¬ 
ing them will have serious consequences 
for specialist orthopaedic providers like 
ourselves, and our partners in the Special¬ 
ist Orthopaedic Alliance. As just one ex¬ 
ample of the folly of these proposals, you 
need only look at the proposed prices for 
knee and hip revision surgery - that is to 
say follow-up operations on patients who 
have already had a hip or knee replacement 
and then return many years later to have 
it done again when the replacement joint 
wears out. 

“We perform around 200 hip revisions 
a year at an average cost of £10,000 each 
time, and 140 knee revisions a year at an 
average cost of £11,000 each time. These 
numbers are amongst the very highest in 
the country and reflects our status as a 
leading orthopaedic centre of excellence. 
Yet the tariff for 2017/18 onwards proposes 
that we would receive an average income 
of just £6,500 for these procedures - a sum 
which is sufficient to cover in full just a 
quarter of the revision operations we un¬ 
dertake.” 

It comes as the hospital is projecting a £2 
million surplus this year - after making a 
surplus of just £72,000 last year. If the tar¬ 
iff goes ahead, it would likely push the hos¬ 
pital from being in the black to in the red.

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service 
sent one appliance from Oswestry to help 
at the scene.

A spokesman said: “Fire control received 
a call reporting that a road traffic collision 
had taken place in Oswestry. The police 
were also at the scene of the incident. 

“Small gear was used by the fire crew 
to make the area safe and nobody was 
trapped.”

Dishes from The Frenchman and the Farmer’s Daughters 


Chef Stephane remains a 
true star in the kitchen 


A chef has brought his own 
style to the Shropshire/ 
Powys border, reports 
ANDREW RICHARDSON 

HE oughtn’t really to have 
amounted to much. 

Stephane Borie was born on a 
roughneck estate in France where 
there were limited options. 

He didn’t set the world alight when 
he was at school, preferring sport to ac¬ 
ademia. And the region of Bordeaux in 
which he was raised offered little in the 
way of opportunity. 

And yet hard work, determination and 
immense skill as a cook helped lift him 
into a different world. 

Chef Borie is presently this region’s 
only Michelin Star holder, retaining that 
accolade for The Checkers, at Montgom¬ 
ery. 

He has cooked for the rich and famous 
at restaurants across Europe. And he has 
been ranked among the top 10 cooks by 
Britain’s gastronomic Godfather Michel 
Roux Snr, for whom Stephane once 
worked. It’s not a bad haul for a kid from 
the suburbs who dragged himself up by 
the bootstraps. 

Chef Borie reflects on his work in his 
debut book, The Frenchman And The 
Farmer’s Daughters, which is out now. 
And the title also features some of the 
sumptuous dishes that he serves at his 
exceptional restaurant. 

And yet it is to Michel Roux Snr that 
we should turn to get a sense of per¬ 
spective about the local chef. Mr Roux 
is Britain’s most successful restaurateur 
ever and one of the greatest the world 
has ever known. His restaurant, The 
Waterside Inn, at Bray-on-Thames, has 
held three Michelin stars for more than 
30 years. That is a record for the UK and 
sets him among the global elite.

He wrote the foreword to Chef Bo¬ 
rie’s book and was thrilled to do so. 
“Stephane was a member of my team 
at The Waterside Inn and served with 
distinction for eight years. This book is 
an inspiring tribute and timely record 
of the many modern classic dishes he 
can rightly call his own. I remember his 
work clearly, with fondness and respect 
and I feel proud of his achievements 
that are so well deserved, not least rec¬ 
ognition by Michelin with the award of 
a star for The Checkers.” 

Chef Borie is delighted to have earned 
the respect from his mentor and also 


pleased that he has been able to share 
his recipes with customers in his book. 

He said: “The restaurant is a family 
affair and is owned by myself and my 
partner, Sarah, who I met when we 
were both chefs at The Waterside Inn, 
along with Sarah’s sister, Kathryn. 

“Sarah and Kathryn come from a 
farming family and so when we started 
the restaurant people referred to us 
as The Frenchman And The Farmer’s 
Daughters. That title stuck and so we 
thought it would be a good name for the 
book.” 

Chef Borie’s first restaurant was at 


Chirbury, in Shropshire, when he, Sarah 
and Kathryn took on the Herbert Arms. 

Soon, Stephane, Sarah and Kathryn 
heard about premises in Montgomery 
and they decided to relocate. 

Remarkably, they achieved a Michelin 
star within seven months - the fastest 
time in which they could have achieved 
the accolade - and their business started 
to flourish. 

“We celebrated with champagne and 
sandwiches at the bar, with the locals,” 
Chef Borie said. 

“It was a magnificent feather in our 
cap and we were very humbled by it.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



Political discussion across 
Montgomeryshire and Shrop¬ 
shire, and at Westminster, is still 
dominated by the EU referendum 
decision taken last June that the 
UK should leave the European 
Union. My parliamentary work is 
also dominated by the changes 
needed to cope with our new 
world. 

It’s crucial that we face the un¬ 
certainty and new opportunities 
with a positive outlook. Britain is 
a great country, a great history 
and a great future. 

I have written in previous col¬ 
umns about the damage being 
done to our interests by those 
who still refuse to accept the 
Leave decision by the British 
people. 

The reality is that the UK will 
be leaving the EU, a process 
which will inevitably generate 
some uncertainty - even if all 
the predictions of disaster that 
would follow vote to Leave on 
June 23 simply did not come to 
pass. 

‘Project Fear’, intended to 
frighten us all to vote ‘Remain’ 
turned out to be no more than 
‘project nonsense’. 

Let’s look at some of the is¬ 
sues which creates uncertainty, 
which so undermines business 
confidence. 

Firstly, we have the legal 
challenge to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s right to invoke Article 50 in 
March to trigger the process. 

Technically, it seems that the 
referendum vote may have been 
a recommendation to Parliament 
to take the decision to leave 
the EU. I know of no-one who 
thought that to be the case dur¬ 
ing the referendum campaign. 

We may have to accept a Su¬ 
preme Court interpretation of the 
words used in the referendum 
legislation. Now it may be neces¬ 
sary for the Government to bring 
forward a bill, asking MPs to vote 
in support of invoking Article 50 
- to accept the people’s vote. 

This is unlikely to be a major 
problem, except through delay 
and increased uncertainty, which 
causes damage to Britain’s inter¬ 
ests. 

The interesting part of this new 
situation for MPs, who are taking 
a positive outlook, is the need to 
look out from the EU to the world 
beyond. 

I write this column after a day 
meeting politicians and diplo¬ 
mats from across the world. 
Government ministers and indi¬ 
vidual MPs are doing the same. 

My meetings have been with 
a delegation from Indonesia, 
the Trade Minister from New 
Zealand, the Baltic States con¬ 
cerned about Russian aggres¬ 
sion and links with the West and 
with Crown Dependencies and 
Overseas Territories concerned 
about their future status. 

And that’s just after a really 
good Wales Office meeting with 
the Japanese Ambassador.

Problems with these bright ideas 


THE EU plans a switch over to electric 
vehicles (Evs). This would all be new addi¬ 
tional electricity consumption. 

The UK Government is planning to re¬ 
place old fossil fuel generation with replace¬ 
ment new fossil fuel generation, but this 
car-related stuff would be powered by addi¬ 
tional and miraculous “renewable energy” 
from wind farms and solar panels. 

An electric vehicle typically consumes 22 
kilo-Watt-hours of electricity for every 60 
miles driven. 

Suffice to say that changing the UK car 
fleet over to EVs would need a 49 per cent 
increase in total (not just RE) electricity 


generation. The cost would be around 140 
billion dollars and even that assumes a 30 
per cent RE load factor when the average is 
around 24 per cent in reality, and it doesn’t 
include new grid capacity or any of the 
other extras. 

The idea is that the charged up cars 
could be plugged into the grid when nec¬ 
essary, to make up for the intermittency 
of the renewable energy systems. What’s 
not to like? Well, they would all have to be 
permanently plugged in, so you would not 
be able to drive anywhere. All of them to¬ 
gether would be enough to power the UK 
for about two days. 


But it is worse than that. They have to 
use lithium batteries. There isn’t enough 
lithium available. This may prove to be a 
good thing. You may have ome experience 
of lithium and other batteries. How easy 
have you found it, to recycle them? I mean 
recycle them, not chuck them in the canal. 

Lithium batteries are good but they don’t 
last forever and they need replacing. That 
many lithium electric vehicle batteries 
would quite frankly be an absolute global 
environmental disaster, never mind the 
cost.

‘Outrage’ at stance 


THE family of a young man who was 
brutally murdered have labelled the 
stalling of police forces in being 
part of a national knife amnesty as 
“outrageous”. 

Avril Sanders Royle, stepmother of 
murdered 20-year-old Julian Sanders, 
has spoken out after it was revealed that 
a huge angel sculpture made of blades 
handed in as part of a knife amnesty may 
never be unveiled because six police forc¬ 
es have failed to get behind it. 

The British Ironwork Centre in Aston, near 


Oswestry, which is behind the project, began 
supplying knife banks to the 43 police forces 
across England and Wales two years ago, with 
the backing of the Home Office, and since then 
more than 100,000 knives have been taken 
off the streets. But only 37 police forces have 
contributed, leaving the project at a standstill, 
as Clive Knowles, chairman of the centre, has 
refused to unveil it until the remaining forces 
have sent in knives. 

Maurice Latus, of Wroxeter near Shrews¬ 
bury, decapitated Mr Sanders with an axe 
before dumping his body in Cofton Park in 
Birmingham in 2000. He was convicted of his 
murder three years later. 

Mrs Sanders Royle of Ruyton-XI-Towns near 


Oswestry said: “Every single police force in the 
country should be participating in this amnesty 
and it’s outrageous that there are still some 
who haven’t. I can’t really understand why 
they wouldn’t. 

“Knife crime devastates families and at 
a time when statistics on knife crime are on 
the up, you’d think it was something all forces 
would be behind. 

“The fact that 100,000 knives are now off the 
streets is incredible, so I don’t understand why 
the remaining forces would drag their feet. 

“How will they explain that to a family who 
have lost a son or daughter through knife 
crime? 

“That will be a very difficult one to explain.”

Friends body to 
be set up by trust 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE Wildlife 
Trust is starting a Friends Of Severn 
Farm Pond group to increase aware¬ 
ness of the nature reserve in Welsh¬ 
pool and to help create a community 
hub for all to enjoy. 

This popular but small community 
reserve is fully accessible, has some 
great facilities and is only a short walk 
from the town centre. The reserve 
plays host to a variety of activities 
from educational school visits, family 
events and community group meet¬ 
ings to volunteer sessions, training or 
for individuals just seeking a peaceful 
place to enjoy nature. The trust says 
it feels the site has even more to offer 
to local people and wildlife and would 
like the public to tell it how and to 
help it grow. The first meeting will 
take place on Wednesday next week at 
lpm at Severn Farm Pond nature re¬ 
serve, Severn Farm Industrial Estate. 

Solution found in 
border bus battle 

AN agreement has been reached in a 
cross-border wrangle over bus routes 
that had threatened to leave villagers 
stranded. 

Shropshire Council has been in dis¬ 
cussions with Powys County Council 
over funding proposals for the X75 
bus route from Rhayader to Shrews¬ 
bury. 

Currently, the X75 bus route stops 
in Halfway House, Wattlesborough 
and Ford, and the service to these vil¬ 
lages was due to stop next month. 

Officers from both authorities had 
been negotiating to find a solution to 
the issue and a funding contribution 
put forward by Shropshire Council 
has now been accepted by counter¬ 
parts in Powys. The bus service will 
now continue in its current format. 


Uno days free parking is 
agreed by council bosses

FREE parking to boost trade 
across Powys in the run-up to 
Christmas will remain at just two 
days again this year. 

The move was made after all cabinet 
members except the leader took their 
full allowances, leaving less money in 
the kitty. 

Powys County Council provided free 
parking in its off-street car parks for about 
14 days leading up to Christmas in 2012 
and 2013 but in 2014 it was cut to three 
days and last year it was cut to two days. 
The initiative, which follows previous suc¬ 
cessful free parking schemes, will provide 
free parking on Saturday, December 10 and 
Saturday, December 17, between 10am and 
6pm. 

The popular two weeks of free parking 
has shrunk because all of the cabinet mem¬ 
bers have taken their full special respon¬ 
sibility allowances apart from the leader, 
Councillor Barry Thomas. 

The scheme is being funded by the coun¬ 
cil’s leader not taking his full salary enti¬ 
tlement. 

In 2013 the scheme cost £47,000 and 
ran from December 7 until Christmas Eve, 
while the 2012 initiative also cost £47,000 
and ran from December 8. 

Councillor John Brunt, cabinet member 
for highways, said; “I am pleased to confirm 
that the council’s free car parking initiative 
will run for the two key shopping days in 
the run-up to Christmas.” 

“The scheme, which I am sure is wel¬ 
comed by shoppers and businesses alike, 
will provide free parking on these two key 
shopping days before Christmas.”

Lord Carlile 
will review 
abuse case

guarding Team, is expected to be 
completed by the end of the summer. 

Last year the Bishop of Chichester 
issued a formal apology following the 
settlement of a legal claim over allega¬ 
tions of sexual abuse by Bishop Bell, 
who was Bishop of Chichester from 
1929 until shortly before his death in 
1958. 

Frank Field MP, who is a member 
of the George Bell Group, which has 
challenged Bishop Bell’s condemna¬ 
tion as a paedophile, welcomed Lord 
Carlile’s appointment. 

The Labour MP for Birkenhead 
said: “In Lord Carlile there could not 
be a better independent person to con¬ 
duct this inquiry.” 

Lord Carlile is a former Liberal 
Democrat MP for Montgomeryshire 
and Government advisor on counter 
terrorism legislation. 

He was awarded the CBE for his 
work in 2012. 

Military talk for

Hundreds sign Recruitment and budget problems likely

NHscutbacks to result in the merger of health trust 


DOZENS of people turned out for demon¬ 
strations against NHS cuts and threats to 
services in Shropshire. 

Events were held in Shrewsbury and 
Wellington last weekend, and hundreds 
of people signed a petition against nation¬ 
wide NHS cuts. 

A protest coordinated by Shropshire De¬ 
fend our NHS took place at the bottom of 
Pride Hill in Shrewsbury. 

It was held to show the strength of feel¬ 
ing against the Future Fit programme, 
which could see one of the county’s two 
accident and emergency centres closed. 

Meanwhile, activists belonging to Wre- 
kin Labour Party took to the streets of 
Wellington in an attempt to raise aware¬ 
ness of issues facing the NHS and the im¬ 
pact these could have on services locally. 

The group of about seven volunteers 
collected 400 signatures in the space of 
two hours for their petition for increased 
funding for the NHS nationwide. It comes 
amid fears the A&E unit at either Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital or Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital could close under the Fu¬ 
ture Fit proposals. 

One of the hospitals would run the 
single A&E unit for Shropshire and Mid 
Wales while the other would be the base 
for planned surgery. 

Police have not 
issued fines 

NO-ONE has been fined across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales for smoking in a car 
with children since the introduction of 
legislation made it illegal. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has issued six warn¬ 
ings in the past 12 months. But officials 
at West Mercia Police said no action had 
been taken in the force area. They encour¬ 
aged road users who see people breaking 
the no smoking law to report it to the po¬ 
lice. 

It became illegal in England and Wales 
to smoke in a car or other vehicle with 
anyone under the age of 18 present in 
October last year when drivers and pas¬ 
sengers were warned they could face a £50 
penalty. 

But a freedom of information request 
has been revealed that only one force - 
Northumbria Police - has issued a fine. 

Laura Maltby, spokeswoman for West 
Mercia Police, said the force had not en¬ 
forced any action to date. 

“West Mercia Police recognises the 
paramount importance of the health and 
well-being of young people, and if this law 
is witnessed being broken, officers can 
issue a caution or a fixed penalty notice,” 
she said. 

Boost planned 
for day surgery 

IMPROVED day surgery facilities would 
almost double the number of beds avail¬ 
able for patients under plans to improve 
health services in Shropshire. 

A single day surgery and short stay unit 
could be created under the Sustainable 
Services Programme under Future Fit 
and is being proposed by Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust. 

It would mean there would be 91 day 
surgery unit beds available across Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital and Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal. Currently there are 56. 

The programme proposes creating a 
single emergency centre at either RSH or 
PRH with planned care provided on the 
other site. The new unit would be provided 
on the planned care site. Mark Cheetham, 
consultant surgeon and scheduled care 
group medical director, said: “Having a 
dedicated day surgery and short stay unit 
will reduce cancellations and maximise 
the productivity of our theatres as well as 
reducing the risk of wound infections.” 

Fresh jobs drive 
fills vacant posts 

ALMOST 20 jobs have been filled follow¬ 
ing a recruitment drive at a hospital. 

Seventeen newly qualified and experi¬ 
enced nurses were offered jobs at Oswest¬ 
ry’s Orthopaedic Hospital following a 
recruitment day held at the site. Staff 
nurse posts, ward and theatre posts were 
among the many opportunities available.

EMERGENCY services and ser¬ 
vices provided by the Women and 
Children’s Centre should be moved 
to Shrewsbury’s hospital, NHS 
bosses have voted. 

At a meeting of the Future Fit Pro¬ 
gramme Board yesterday (Wednesday) 
at Shrewsbury Town Football Club’s 
Greenhous Meadow, members decided 
their preferred option for the future of 
hospital services in Shropshire. 

They have voted that the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital should have the county’s only A&E 
department and will take on Women and Chil¬ 
dren’s Services that are currently provided in 
a £28 million, two-year-old centre at the Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford. 

RSH will have an emergency and critical 
care centre, which will care for people who 
suffer with strokes or who are injured in car 
accidents, and an urgent care centre. 

The PRH will still have an urgent care cen¬ 
tre, which will still provide about 80 per cent 
of the services that a normal A&E department 
would offer, as well as planned surgery and the 
majority of day surgery. 

No formal decisions will be made until the 
summer, once a formal public consultation has 
been held and its results analysed. 

David Evans, joint senior responsible officer 
for NHS Future Fit, said: “I need to stress that 
this is not a final decision. We are recommend¬ 
ing to the two CCGs that, in the board’s opin¬ 
ion, we are ready to begin a public consultation 
on the future of hospital services. 

“We have reached this preferred option, 
based on the clinical and non-clinical evidence 
we have had before us. 

“We know there is still further detailed 
work to be done before our CCGs can reach a 
final decision next year. 

“It is still very much the feeling of the NHS 
Future Fit Programme Board that our clin¬ 
ical model, based on a new Diagnostic and 
Treatment Centre, a single emergency centre 
and two new urgent care centres treating the 
majority of people who currently present at 
A&E is the way to deliver safe, high quality 
and sustainable hospital services for the pa¬ 
tients of Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin and 
Mid Wales.” 

The recommendation will now go before 
a joint committee of Telford and Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Groups and, if agreed, 
will go forward for a 12-week public consulta¬ 
tion, starting in January. 


HEALTH bosses have agreed a trust that runs 
smaller rural hospitals and community health 
services will look to merge with another or¬ 
ganisation. 

Shropshire’s Community Health Trust said 
it is too small to be effective because it strug¬ 
gles to recruit staff and the small size of its 
budget. Trust board members unanimously 
voted to support the proposal to merge with a 
bigger health provider at a meeting last week. 

One option is to merge with the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital Trust, which provides 
a range of community-based health services 
from district nursing and health visiting, to 
physiotherapy and specialist community clin¬ 
ics. The trust, which was formed after the 
merger of Shropshire County Primary Care

Trust and Telford and Wrekin Primary Care 
Trust in 2011, also provides services at com¬ 
munity hospitals in Bridgnorth, Whitchurch, 
Ludlow and Bishop’s Castle. 

Chief executive Jan Ditheridge said: “The 
board has carried out a detailed review and 
concluded that to meet the needs of our com¬ 
munities we need to be part of something big¬ 
ger. We will be recommending that we join 
an organisation with a strong track record in 
terms of finance, delivering quality services, 
supporting transformation and is committed 
to Shropshire. We have solid foundations for 
community services, our greatest asset being 


our staff. Now is the time to secure their fu¬ 
ture.” The Care Quality Commission watch¬ 
dog gave Shropshire Community Health 
NHS Trust a ‘requires improvement’ rating 
in September, following an earlier inspection 
in March. Only the caring element received 
a ‘good’ rating with staff praised throughout 
the report for treating patients with ‘kindness, 
dignity and respect’. 

But insufficient numbers of suitably quali¬ 
fied and experienced staff to meet the needs 
of people using the service within the children 
and adolescent mental health service’s learn¬ 
ing disability team was also highlighted. The 
trust was also criticised for not having an ‘end 
of life care’ strategy. Bosses pledged to “drive 
improvement”.

It is not yet 
known exactly how much was raised. 

Debbie Jones, support services care group 
director for Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust, said: “We are extremely grateful 
to all the people who supported the Night at 
the Museum event, both behind the scenes in 
preparation and during the evening. 

“A huge thank you to the League of Friends 
and our sponsors for all the hours and ef¬ 
fort invested into what was a very successful 


evening. This MRI scanner will make such a 
difference to the people of Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin and Powys. 

“It will allow us to repatriate patients that 
have their scans outside the county allowing 
them to have care closer to home and will sup¬ 
port the development of new services.” 

Susan Hurdiss, organising secretary of the 
League of Friends, described the event as a 
“great success”. 

She said: “The benefits of the technically 
advanced MRI scanner are massive for pa¬ 
tients and include a cardiac MRI service. 

“Currently patients have to travel for im¬ 
aging.” 


Lingen Davies cancer fund appeal strikes target early 


AN appeal to raise money for equipment to 
treat cancer patients from across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales has reached its target early. 

The Lingen Davies Cancer Fund launched 
the ACTION appeal in January 2015 to raise 
£750,000 by the end of 2016 to help fund an 
additional Linear Accelerator (LINAC) for the 
cancer centre at RSH. 

The machine will cost £1.5 million, with the 
other half of the money being provided by The 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
as part of its continuing investment in cancer 
services based at the Lingen Davies Centre. 


But reaching the target is not the end of the 
road, as campaigners say they will continue 
fundraising to try and purchase another piece 
of equipment which will improve the accuracy 
of readings from the LINAC machine. 

The linear accelerator is used to treat 
all parts and organs of the body, it delivers 
high-energy X-rays to the patient’s tumour. 

The trust says it is dedicated to investing 
in cancer services at both RSH and the Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford with plans to 
provide chemotherapy services at both sites, 
through the existing Lingen Davies Centre in 


Shrewsbury and an expanded and enhanced 
service at Telford. 

Liz Kyle, acting fundraising manager at Lin¬ 
gen Davies, which is an independent charity 
supporting cancer care in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales, said: “Although we reached our initial 
target earlier than expected, our fundraising 
never stops. 

“We have now extended the appeal to raise 
a further £166,000 for a PerfectPitch Couch, 
which goes alongside the LINAC to further 
improve accuracy and limit the time patients 
are exposed to radiation. 


“We will also continue our fundraising for 
smaller projects, such as the mobile app which 
is being tested to help cancer patients manage 
the side effects of chemotherapy.” 

The new LINAC machine is expected to be 
installed at RSH in April 2017. 

Dr Sheena Khanduri, clinical lead for cancer 
services at SaTH, said: “I am very pleased that 
we provide such excellent cancer services. For 
any illness, but perhaps particularly for can¬ 
cer, patients want to know that they can be 
treated in a timely, effective and safe manner, 
ideally as close to their homes as possible.

Big boost to 
emergency air 
service in area 

ONE of the world’s most advanced medi¬ 
cal helicopters will be based in Mid Wales 
from next spring. 

The Wales Air Ambulance will receive 
the new H145s helicopter, which can fly 
at night, in the new year. 

The aircraft, which will make up part 
of the charity’s new fleet of three high- 
tech H145s, landed in Gloucestershire 
airport last week from Germany and is 
expected to become operational early in 
2017. 

The Wales Air Ambulance will become 
only the third HEMS (Helicopter Emer¬ 
gency Medical Service) operation in the 
UK to use the new H145 aircraft, taking 
it a step closer to providing a 24-hour air 
ambulance service 

The three H145 models will oper¬ 
ate from Wales Air Ambulance bases in 
Welshpool, Caernarfon and its new head¬ 
quarters in Llanelli. 

Angela Hughes, chief executive of the 
Wales Air Ambulance Charity, said: “It 
is fantastic to see work on our new fleet 
progressing like this. This new model will 
be a key part in ensuring we provide one 
of the most modern HEMS services in 
Europe for many years to come. 

“The new models represent a signifi¬ 
cant upgrade on our current fleet. They 
will be equipped for night flights and help 
take us a step closer to our goal of provid¬ 
ing a 24-hour air ambulance service. 

“In addition, the new aircraft will have 
a larger cabin allowing for more room for 
treatments in-flight, as well as more pow¬ 
erful engines, which means they can fly 
for longer without refuelling. We’ve been 
able to secure this upgrade thanks to the 
amazing support of the Welsh public. And 
we need their continued help to keep the 
new helicopters in the air.”

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Fauna's top tactics for 
surviving festive period

ALTHOUGH we have just entered 
December, it perhaps doesn’t feel 
like we are fully in the grip of win¬ 
ter just yet. With the first frosts of 
the year, followed shortly by mild 
weather and sunny days, wind 
(even tornadoes), pouring rain 
and sunshine again, it seems the 
Salopian weather cannot for the 
life of it make up its mind. 

This though of course is typical of 
the climactic conditions on our island, 
from warm upwellings of southern air 
to Atlantic gales and Arctic snows. So 
let’s try and settle the unsettled and 
focus for a moment on the classic win¬ 
ter animals and survival strategies 
that we can see in the natural world 
around us. 

We’re going to travel slightly further 
afield than sunny/windy/rainy/frosty Shrop¬ 
shire here and what with the holidays im¬ 
minent, perhaps you will be in the vicinity 
of some of the following and allow yourself 
a stop-off. 

Wildlife copes with winter in many ways. 

Some insect-eating birds, if they haven’t 
flown south, switch from insects to seeds 
and plant material over winter. 

Birds that breed in the uplands move to 
lower altitudes to escape freezing condi¬ 
tions. 

In persistent cold weather, many birds 
such as fieldfares, redwings, skylarks and 
lapwings take part in ‘hard-weather move¬ 
ments’, flying elsewhere to avoid the freeze. 

But the real toughies, such as the ptar¬ 
migan or red grouse, stay put even in the 
harshest conditions, by trusting their dense 
insulating plumage and eking a living from

plant shoots. The Stiperstones is a great 
place to see the latter and you’ll have to 
head up to Scotland and my favourite spot, 
the Cairngorms, to see the former. 

Speaking of Scotland, mountain hares fa¬ 
mously turn white to blend into their high¬ 
land home along with the ptarmigan. 

They are common up here but difficult to 
see. 

Another animal that is hard to see be¬ 
cause of its scarcity is the mighty bittern. 
But with the reed beds dying away now, you 
stand a good chance of spotting one. 

One top tip if you’re down London way, is 
visit the River Lee country park. 

This is a hotspot for these fascinating 
birds, also known as the Fen Tiger. 

Mammals-wise, dense blubber allows 
seals to shrug off the coldest waves, while 
our native Exmoor ponies grow thick insu¬ 
lating coats. 

Other mammals such as hedgehogs and 
bats slow down their metabolism to reduce 
energy and heat loss. 

Reptiles and amphibians bury them¬ 
selves beyond the range of fatal freezes. A 
close inspection of a graden pond may re¬ 
veal frogs swimming below the ice. 

But perhaps the most impressive crea¬ 
tures at this time of the year are the inver¬ 
tebrates. 

Several British butterflies weather win¬ 
ter by going into what is often called hiber¬ 
nation, but is actually a period of torpor in 
which they slow down their metabolism. 

By producing chemicals called polyhy¬ 


droxy alcohols, they can prevent their blood 
(or haemolymph) from freezing. 

Ivy is a favourite wintering site for the 
Brimstone butterfly and with luck you may 
spot one covered in ice-crystals among the 
leaves, waiting to be reanimated by the 
spring warmth. Even slugs are fascinating 
at this time of year. The large black slugs 
(arion ater) that are common in our gardens 
and have an orange frill around their bodies 
occasionally get caught out in the cold when 


mild weather suddenly dips below freezing. 

The water in their slimy bodies can freeze 
in these conditions but, amazingly, some 
adult slugs can survive partial freezing and 
will come back to life if exposure isn’t too 
prolonged or severe. So there you have it, a 
few tit bits of festive fauna to get you in the 
mood for winter.

Politicians air 
doubt over role 
of RSPCA charity 

TWO of the region’s MPs have backed calls to strip the 
RSPCA of its powers to routinely prosecute animal welfare 
cases. 

The Environment, Food and Rural Affairs Committee 
said there was a “conflict of interest” in the charity’s role 
in bringing forward private prosecutions as well as investi¬ 
gating cases, campaigning and fundraising. 

The charity defended its work and said the recommenda¬ 
tion by the “small group of MPs” was not supported by the 
Government, animal welfare groups or vets. 

Two local MPs have lent their support to the committee’s 
recommendations. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, who was the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
from 2012 until 2014, said the charity should concentrate 
on its core function rather than bringing prosecutions. 

He said: “The RSPCA has lost its way over the last few 
years. I believe it is up to the charity’s supporters and 
donors to insist that the RSPCA concentrates on its core 
function - that of animal welfare - rather than spending 
its money on high profile, legal cases.” 

The committee called on ministers to change the law so 
that the RSPCA would continue to investigate animal wel¬ 
fare cases but then pass their findings to the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service (CPS) or another body with the power to 
carry out this role. If there were no statutory alternatives 
and where a prosecution would further its charitable objec¬ 
tives, the RSPCA could still bring a prosecution in England 
and Wales, the committee said. 

But the key sections of the report calling for a transfer 
of power were opposed by the three Labour MPs and one 
SDLP MP, and carried by the five Conservatives and one 
SNP MP, on the cross-party committee. Montgomeryshire 
MP Glyn Davies said: “I used to be an enthusiastic mem¬ 
ber of the RSPCA but over recent years they seem to have 
become a left-wing campaigning organisation which has 
moved away from its primary purpose, which is to look 
after animals. I am still a member and still meet them from 
time to time, I just hope they return to the RSPCA I know 
and love. 

“There is a frustration about the RSPCA losing its di¬ 
rection. It focuses on doing a job which the CPS is there in 
place to do. No one is suggesting they stop making inquir¬ 
ies or exposing improper or illegal behaviour but there is a 
feeling the prosecutions are driven by political considera¬ 
tions rather than an assessment of the case.” 

“You cannot help that feel it is a political objective rather 
than a welfare objective.”

WITH a protracted opening 
sequence set in 1942 French 
Morocco, Robert Zemeckis’ 
old-fashioned espionage thriller 
explicitly doffs its fedora to the 
film Casablanca and a bygone 
era of sweeping romances. 

The pre-release hype surrounding Allied 
has focused on wicked whispers about the 
relationship between Brad Pitt and Marion 
Cotillard, which resulted in the Oscar-win¬ 
ning French actress issuing a statement 
to deny any involvement in her co-star’s 
divorce. 

On screen, they are an exceedingly 
attractive pairing and screenwriter Steven 
Knight provides the actors with plentiful rea¬ 
sons to moan with ecstasy in a steamy sex 
scene set during a violent sandstorm. 

However, Pitt and Cotillard don’t come 
close to melting celluloid and the script fails 
to make explicit the consequences of failure 
for their two secret agents. 

The characters are gambling not just 
with their own lives, but also with the future 
of countless European nations, and not 
once do we experience a palpable sense of 
jeopardy or nail-biting tension. 

Success seems preordained from the 
glossy opening frames... but appearances 

can be deceptive. 

Wing commander Max Vatan (Pitt), a Ca¬ 
nadian intelligence officer posted to London 
during the Second World War, parachutes 
behind enemy lines to assassinate a Ger¬ 
man ambassador. 

He joins forces with glamorous French 
Resistance fighter Marianne Beausejour 
(Cotillard), who is already embedded in 
Casablanca and will pose as his adoring 


wife. Sparks fly as the faux romance kindles 
deep desire, pulling the wool over the eyes 
of Commandant Hobar (August Diehl) and 
other Nazi officials. 

The couple reunite in London, where they 
marry, raise a beautiful child and entertain 
friends and family including Max’s bohemi¬ 
an sister, Bridget (Lizzy Caplan). 

As the Allied war effort gathers pace, 

Max is ushered into a covert meeting with 


his superior, Frank Heslop (Jared Harris), 
and a military intelligence official (Simon 
McBurney). 

They present damning evidence that 
Marianne is a spy working for the Germans. 

Max denounces their suspicions, but he 
reluctantly agrees to run a Blue Dye test 
on Marianne, leaving bogus intelligence 
in plain sight at home to see if the same 
information is intercepted in coded messag¬ 


es to Berlin. If her guilt is proven, Max must 
execute his wife. 

“You will go home and carry on as if 
nothing has happened,” confirms Frank. 

Allied is a triumph of style over suspense, 
maintaining a pedestrian pace even when 
German bombs rain down on London. 

Action sequences are surprisingly grue¬ 
some and blood-thirsty, warranting the 15 
certificate, but fail to quicken the pulse.

Finding Dory is every bit as good as its predecessor

The engine range initially 
comprises 150PS 1.4TFSi, 116PS 
1,6TDi and150PS 2.0 TDi with an 
interestingl .0 TFSi to follow 116PS 
and a 190PS 2.0TFSi in 2017. 

The new Q2 is a new entry point for 
the Q-Series, providing genuine five- 
seat space and sits between the A3 
Sportback and Q3 with Audi claiming 
no direct competitors because of 
quality levels - and they may just 
have a case there. There really is 
nothing like this in the compact SUV 
sector. 

The dash gets “big brother” 
treatment with all the technology you 
would expect in a higher segment 
such as Audi’s impressive virtual 
cockpit feature, superb levels of 
connectivity and “heads up” as an 
option. 

Audi expect the 1.4 TFSi S-line 
150PS to be the best seller, taking 
55 per cent of sales and also predict 
petrol versions will outsell diesel, 
reflect-ing current trends. 

The six-speed manual hits the road 
at £26,180 but you can expect to pay 
over £30,000 if you want to add all 
the technology on offer. And it still 
amazes me that on a £30,000 car 
you still only get half a tank of petrol 
when buying. But you do get a top 
sped of 131 mph and 0-62mph in just 


8.5 seconds, while producing only 
128g/km of emissions. You also get 
a car that’s a joy to drive, sticking 
like glue on tight country roads and 
displaying all the agility you are likely 
to ever need on the motorway. 

The Q2 really is a lifestyle choice. 
The motoring world is obsessed 
with making things smaller, which 
equals better in most cases, and 
when making those important buying 
choices today’s owner demands 
state-of-the-art technology. 

It’s outrageous to suggest you are 
creating a whole new sector - isn’t it? 
But it’s hard to contradict the team at 
Audi and also hard to see the direct 
opposition. 

Mini Countryman Cooper S and 
Mercedes-Benz GLA 200 Sport 
are used to illustrate running cost 
comparisons but that’s where the 
comparison really ends. 

Leading trade guide CAP Monitor 
predicts the 1.6TDI 116PS Sport will 
be the most economical model in the 
range but expect the 1.4 TFSi to be 
the best seller. 

It’s got the lot - looks, driving 
quality, comfort, space and value for 
money. 

With sales in the whole compact 
SUV sector predicted to explode in 
the next 12 months Audi may have 
launched the new Q2 at just the right 
time. 

Time will tell but the Audi suits 
haven’t got a lot wrong lately.
